SCHOOL RETORT 


Report of St. I ram i* Xtnici School 
for First Month. 


The pork packers who 
boast 
that 
they use all of the pig hut the squeal 
have close rivals in several of I enn- 
sylvania’s State forests, where the for­ 
esters are using all of the trees hut 
the roots and leaves. 
'I his close utilization is practiced in 
the distillation of 
birch 
oil, an 
old 
Pennsylvania industry, which has been 
revived “on account of the w ar”. Con­ 
tracts have been let by the Department 
of Forestry for the distilling of birch 
oil on several of the State forests in 
Potter and Tioga counties. The opera­ 
tion consumes the entire tree, includ­ 
ing the branches and even the ashes 
from th** wood used to fire the stills. 
Birch oil is identical chemically with 
the oil derived from w intergreen, and 
has a wide range of uses. 
It is used 
in candy making, as an external appli­ 
cation in articular rheum atism, and in­ 
ternally. Its chief use, however, is to 
disguise the taste of other drugs less 
pleasant to take, among which are the 
abhorred “ worm lozenges’* of 
child­ 
hood days. 
A few years ago scarcely any real 
birch oil was obtainable, for chemists 
had discovered a synthetic substitute 
the base of which was salicylic* acid, 
which could be made 
very cheaply. 
Since the war the 
price of salicylic 
acid has gone soaring, and the distil­ 
ling of oil from birch trees has become 


i quit** profitable. 
A long cord of birch, 
, about 210 cubic feet, yields from four 
to five pounds of the oil, worth from 
I $2.50 to $3,f>0 per pound. 
I 
In the operations on the State for- 
j ests whole birch trees are dragged to 
the stills, where the 
branches

made into bales, and the heavier wood 
, of th** trunks is split into sections. The 
i copper-bottomed
